LOTS OF ROOM FOR EVERYBODY 

There has been a lot of talk during recent days 
about housing development on Lindsay’s outskirts. And 
that’s what it has been. . . just talk with a fair sprink- 
ling of bickering tossed in for good measure. ; 

This paper decided to get one point straight in con- 
nection with the various proposed housing developments 
so we went to the man who should know the answers- 
the town’s assessment commissioner, Mr. Don Tofflemire. 

Mr, Tofflemire assures us, in answer to a direct 
question, that there would be little danger of throwing 
the municipal economy out of line if it were possible for 
all the proposed subdivisions to proceed at once. 

Mr. Tofflemire told us that Lindsay is now in a 
very healthy state from the standpoint of the relation- 
ship between homes and industry .... The two are very 
well balanced, he states, and he further assures us that 
this situation would, in all likelihood continue to pre- 
vail even if all the proposed housing subdivisions were 
proceeded with at once. 

It should be kept in mind, however, that the pro- 
posed subdivisions are outside Lindsay's borders and 
would remain so unless the areas are annexed so that 
basically it is Ops Township and not Lindsay which must 
be immediately concerned. 


WELL, HOW ABOUT THIS? 

Saturday was a wonderful day for those com- 
munities which were holding their annual fall fairs 
and Bobcaygeon was one of those places ... The 
threat of rain held off and not even a sprinkle fell 
until the fair had virtually run its course. 

The parade which traditionally touches off the 
big show, was an impressive affair with a variety of 
attractions to catch the fancy of almost anyone “with 
an eye to see.” 

As we left the fair to return to Lindsay, one 
thing struck us forcibly... We hadn’t spent a thing 
on games or souvenirs ... A companion observed: 
“That's one thing | noticed . .. they weren’t out to 
see how much of your money they could get, they 
wanted people to come to the fair for the fair’s sake. 
We had to admit, on reflection, that it had been a 
most enjoyable experience and one we wouldn’t mind 
repeating . .. But then Bobcaygeon fair is known 
internationally—It needs no recommendation from us. 


IF THERE IS ONE THING... 

If there is one thing which is needed far more in 
Lindsay at the present time than more housing, it is more 
consideration for the man over 40 years of age. 

The aforegoing statement is made on the basis of 
conversations held with people who are in that ‘over 
40° group of employable persons who want to work but 
who cannot obtain it, apparently because of the stigma 
of ‘age’... 

One of these indviduals told us as recently as Fri- 
day afternoon that he had applied for a job with a large 
Lindsay manufacturer and had been given to understand 
that his age was all against him... . In short he was 
too old at 47 to be considered eligible for employment in 
that industry. You can imagine how this would make a 
person who is willing to work feel but simply imagining 
his state of mind is not enough. 

The problem of knocking down the ‘over 40’ barrier 
to getting a job should be tackled with vigour and right 
here in Ontario. 

Ontario recently passed anti-discrimination legisla- 
tion, a law which, while well-intended, apparently hasn’t 
adequately provided protection against the worst and 
most soul-destroying discrimination of all — discrimina- 
tion on the basis of age. 

It’s time the ‘over 40s’ awakened to the situation 
and protested vigorously against their plight and it’s al- 


so time for the under 40s to safeguard their future... .°

COLOUR AND SAFETY 

So extensively has colour been used for safety pur- 
poses that safety colour codes for industry have been 
developed by the American Standard Association as a 
means of eliminating confusion and misunderstandings, 

Standard colours for marking physical hazards, in- 
dicating the location of safety equipment, and identifying 
fire and other protective equipment are specified in the 
American Standards Association Safety Colour Code for 
Marking Physical Hazards and the Identification of Cer- 
tain Equipment. However, as the National Safety Coun- 
cil’s Safety Manual points out, colour is not intended as 
a substitute for mechanical safeguards but rather as a 
supplement to other safety measures. Hazards in all 
cases should be eliminated by engineering methods if 
possible. A description of the standard safety colour 
code used by many industries is as follows: 
RED is recommended for identifying fire protection 
equipment, danger, and emergency stops one machines. 
YELLOW, because of its high visibility, is the standard 
colour for marking hazards that may result in accidents 
from slipping, falling, striking against, etc. 
GREEN in combination with white, such as the green 
cross on a white background, designates the location of 
first-aid and safety equipment. 
BLACK AND WHITE and combinations of them in stripes 
or checks are used to. identfiy housekeeping areas and for 
traffic markings.

Freedom is as far away as ever for East Germans 
as they observe the 10th anniversary of the “German 
Democratic Republic”. The Communist East German 
State was founded 10 years ago next Wednesday. 
More than six years have passed since Hast Ger- 


man workers rebelled for bread and freedom. One of 
their demands has been fulfilled. There is enough 
food to buy but most persons complain there's little else 
to do with their money. 

The absence of freedom was clearly illustrated the 
other day in Leipzig, A farmer was arrested for inviting 
neighbors to watch West German television. In East 
Berlin, an undisclosed number of taxi drivers were 
arrested as Western spies. 

Bananas and ‘a thousand other things” that West 
Germans take for granted also are missing in the 
Eastern sections of the divided country. 

But Communist leader Walter Uubright says Hast 
Germany plans to almost double the value of consumer 
guods production in a seven-year period. Like Khrush- 
chev's boast for Russia, Uubright promises the people 
that East Germany will catch up to the American stan- 
dard of living. 

Undeniably, East Germany has made great pro- 
gress in the last decade. Visitors to East Germany and 
other East German cities still are struck by the drabness 

. . the sharp contrast with West German’s unprece- 
dented, neon-lit prosperity. But the contrast is not as 
sharp as it used to be. 

East Germans now look better, eat better and dress 
better than they did a year ago. Compare East Germany 
with another Soviet satellite and it looks good. 

Travelers who go through East Germany after 
visiting Poland say conditions in East Germany are much 
better. East German leaders claim they now have the 
highest standard of living of all the satellites . . . even 
higher than Czechoslovakia. Once Czechosolvakia was 
counisdered the Soviet Bloc’s showcase. 

East Germany boasts it now is the fifth industrial 
power in Europe .. . . that in per capital production it 
has first place in the world in synthetic fiber output . . . 
fifth in electrical energy ... , sixth in chemical production. 

The Soviets have assigned East Germany huge 
economic tasks and pumping millions of dollars into the 
zone to insure they are carried out. 

East Germany now is Russia’s number one trade 
partner and Communist China’s second largest trade 
partner. 

These are some of the big reasons the Soviets will 
never risk their hold on the zone by agreeing to re- 
unification thorugh free elections, as the Western Allies 
propose. 


THE FORGOTTEN FRINGES 

: Average Hourly Earnings in manufacturing industry 
in June, 1957, were $1.61; twelve months later they were 
up to $1.67; by June of this year they hd reached $1.73, 
a gain of 12 cents an hour—or about $5.00 a week—in 
the past two years. 

Clearly, the business recession of 1957-58, while 
damaging to profits, didn’t, didn’t hurt Wages any, But, 
this doesn’t come near to telling the whole story. In- 
variably overlooked in any discussion of wages are those 
supplementary benefits which so many employees re- 
ceive nowadays. We mean, of course, the forgotten 
fringes. 

A recent survey of 108 Canadian companies pro- 
vides a revealing insight into the extent of these fringes 


benefits in the year 1957. As might be imagined, the 


trend, like that of wages, is decidedly upwards, so much 
so in fact that it is not stretching things overly to think 
of fringes as a “second salary’. 

For the purposes of the survey, the various payments 
covered by the term “fringe benefits” incluude the follow- 
ing: paid vacations, paid holidays, other paid time off 
(family reasons, jury duty, etc.), pension plans, welfare 
plans (group life, medical, sick pay, etc.), severance and 
termination plans, savings and thrift plans, other non- 
cash benefits (free lodging, recreational projects, etc.), 
unemployment insurance, workmen’s compensation and 
and old age security. 

It’s a pretty formidable list, and it adds up to a 
pretty formidable amount. In fact, as a percentage of 
the payroll of the 108 companies surveyéd it comes to no 
less than 16.4 per cent—or $701 per employee. 

How far are such impressive statistics typical of 
Canadian industry? We can.only say that these 108 
companies were drawn from a variety of industry groups 
and had among them a total of more than half-a-million 
employees. Significantly, too, comparison of this study 
with one carried out in the United States—also for 1957 
—indicates that total outlay for fringes in Canada and 
the-U.S. does not differ greatly with respect to the major 
benefits. 

All of which seems to prove that, as someone has 


“said, “that word fringe is rapidly becoming a misnomer: 


it’s getting to be more like the fringe with the surrey 
or top!” Be that as it may, $701 a year per employees 
over and above wages is quite an item to be found out 
of company earnings—much too big a one to be forgotten 
about. 4 

And, of course, if there is one thing we can be sure 
about it is that the amount per employee, like hourly 
earnings, is markedly higher today than it was even two 
years ago. —from “Industry”. 


THE GRADUATES WE REALLY NEED 

This is the age of specialization, but it is the age of 
the specialist? This is a question foremost in the minds 
of young men and women who have entered university 
on their course of studies for the next three or four 
years. How they answer this question—and their 
choice of courses—will affect their future careers and 
livelihoods. Thcir answers are also a reflection of the 
values of the society and the school system in which they 
have been trained. In making their decisions, university 
freshmen would do well to take a close look at the real 
needs of industry and commerce where they will, in 
all likelihood, make their careers. They will find that 
the needs are not what they might appear at first glance. 

The oil industry, of example, is one of the most tech- 
nical and automated of industries. Its operations require 
the service of many professions, technicians and special- 
ists. But a closer look at this industry—or any major

industry for that matter—shows that its actions and 
growth depend on decisions of a social and economic 
nature that involve much more than the routine use of 
the slide rule, the seismograph or electronic computer 
, How Imperial regards the situation was stated by 
its president, J. R. White, to an audience at the University 
of Western Ontario. 

“The problem is not that of getting skilled help in the 
old-fashioned sense”, he said. We want people who can 
think, people who understand the philosophy as well 
as the mechanics of their particular occupation .. . If they 
are to go to the top it is clear that their university ex- 
perience should include a lot more than the mere tech- 
niques of their trade, important though these are.” 

Industry has found that generally it can train an 
educated man for a job, but it cannot necessarily educate 
the trained man. Many parents and students ‘have not 
yet realized this. To them, the “training” phase of educa- 
tion is all-important. 

Recently, in an opinion survey conducted by the 
University of Toronto during its current fund-raising 
campaign, respondents were asked: “What is the most 
important function of a university?” Just over 50 per 
cent of non-university graduates named the training of 
doctors, teachers, engineers, scientists and other pro- 
fessions. Only 32 per cent—or less than a third—said 
that fosterng creative thought and research, and inde- 
pendent opinion, were the main purpose of a university. 
The answers of university graduates were in almost re- 
verse ratios. 

It is apparent that a majority of potential students 
and their parents should do more thinking about the real 
needs of industry ond society. The successful leaders 
and decision-makers today—while they also may be 
technically-trained—are those who have a broad under- 
standing and insight into humanity and society, both 
past and present.

Has Spanish Sign On It! 


How was the dollar sign ($) invented? 

It started as a form of abbreviation for Ps or 
pesos. The Spanish silver dollar, peso, or “piece-of- 
eight” was the commonest monetary media in this 
country between the Revolution and the adoption of 
a U.S, coinage system. The $ appears in govern- 
ment accounting records in 1781, before U. S. money 
was issued.

Without knowing a 
note of music, he undertook with his brigade bugler, 
Oliver Norton, to compose what he considered a 
more suitable call for signalling the end of the 
military day, Played first one night in July 1362, 
it soon spread through the corps. It eventually be- 
came official not only in the U. S. Army and Navy 
but the French forces. 


What are the world’s oldest trees? 

Some of the California redwoods (Sequoia gigan- 
tea) are between 4,000 and 5,000 years old—the old- 
est individual trees now known. However, two spe- 
cies, the cycad and the ginkgo, are as species older 
than redwoods. They are the two trees that have 
survived to our day from the Mesozoic Era, 120 
million years ago. Pollen of the Gingko or maiden- 
hair tree is like the swimming spores of ferns. In- 
stead of being carried by winds or insects, like the 
pollen of other trees, it must swim to the female 
flowers through rain or dew.. 

Where was there an “island of cats”? 

One of the Society Island group in the Pacific, 
near Tahiti, was said to have become so overrun 
with cats that humans had to leave. Rats had in- 
vaded the island after a ship was wrecked on its 
rocks in 1862. Soon the pests became a serious 
nuisance and a trader imported a load of 500 cats 
to sell to the French planters. Soon these felines 
wiped out the rats, they began then eating up the 
fish and game, multiplied rapidly, and became very 
fierce. By 1881 the colonists had given over the is- 
land to the cats and had departed.

Matters of special Interest 


IN SIGHT — IN MIND 

Motorists on Ontario highways during the past few 
months may have wondered why all those police cars 
were parked close to the pavement, What they may have 
noticed was that the very presence of those cars, out in 
the open and visible for long stretches of highway, made 
the drivers ease up on speed, EKyen when they were 
travelling under the legal limit, the tendency was to 
slow down a bit when the police car came into view. 

This was exactly what Ontario's Attorney General, 
Hon. A. Kelso Roberts, Q.C., figured on when he insti- 
tuted the new system of police highway patrol. It’s a 
simple method: patrol cars park close to the highway 
for 10 minutes every half hour, then patrol the rest 
of the hour. The parked cars, located in full sight of 
all highway traffic, invariably slowed the general traffic 
speed. When conditions were such that the legal limit 
was too high—snow, ice, wet pavement, fog and so on— 
the parked policeman waved down the cars travelling 
at a rate he knew could be dangerous, sounding his 
horn to attract the drivers’ attention, and motioning for 
a reduction in speed. 

Larry Perks, writing in “Civic Administration” on 
the new patrol system, quotes Sgt. Robert McKie of 
the Ontario Provincial Police as saying, “Speeding has 
been reduced by the presence of our cars, and this has 
reduced the number of accidents and their seriousness. 

Added to the system was frequent use of radar, and 
periodic safety checks.

WIFE IS EAGER TO CURE 
HUSBAND‘S NERVOUSNESS 

Mrs. L. M., of Los Angeles} 
says: “I have faults, too. But 
my husband is very nervous 
. I'm getting that way also, 
trying to keep things smooth 
around the house. He’s too 
tough and unyielding on me 
and our three children.” 

She goes on to say that her 
husband was on his own since! 
the age of 13 because his 
parents were divorced. Being 
rejected when so young pro- 
bably explains his pessimistic, 
outlook. Understandingly, 
Mrs. L.M. says that “because 
he didn’t receive love as a 
youngster he is unable to give 
it now. Maybe because he did 
without it and made many 
sacrifices he feels others 
should be able to do likewise”. 

As a result he gets annoyed | 
at his-children and seems un-| 
able to give genuine sympathy 
when they really need it. Mrs. 
L.M. adds: “The main reason 
for pouring out my woes to 
you is this. In my heart I 
don’t believe that any doctor, 
who sees only the body and 
not the man behind the body, 
will be able to help my hus- 
band. A log doesn’t crumble 
from just decaying overnight. 
it takes years. The same with 
my husband. I feel he needs 
help and understanding. Don't) 
you?” 

COMMENT: Fortunately he 
has an important source of 
understanding: you. Next, 
seek out a family doctor who 
can find the time to listen to 
your husband patiently and 
discover “the man behind the 
body”. You hit it right square 
on the head when you said 
that your husband requires 
emotional ease rather than 
body ease. 7 

You say that basically he is 
a good man morally and a 
good father; but “nervousness 
is catching and like a current 
of uncomfortable electricity 
sparking through the house’. 
The best way to interrupt the 
current is by getting good) 
medical help. 

I admit it may be hard to 
change your man at his time 
of life, Mrs. L.M. But don't 
put it off. It’s worth the ef- 
fort. A good talking to (and 
listening to) by an attentive 
doctor may do the job.

Until you can get him think- 
ing sensibly, you might ask 
your doctor if he has had any 
experience with prescribing 
nicotine acid for high chole- 
sterol. It often brings the 
level down. a ¥ 

In most patients this medi- 
cine causes flushes; which 
usually disappears after the 
patient has been taking nico- 
tinic acid for about a week. 
Some have itching, nausea, 
vomiting, diarrhea. Usually, 
however, the patient can take 
this treatment without dis- 
comfort.

In other words, British Columbia alone 
could support, at their present electrical standard, al- 
most twice as many people as there are in all Canada 
today Yet there still are those who say Canada has 
enough people. —The Globe and Mail 
FARM CREDIT ACT PROCLAIMED 

Canada’s new Farm Credit Act, pa 
ment during the last Session, went into 
October 5th, the Hon. Douglas 8S. Harknes 
Agriculture, announced, 

The Act will succeed the Canadian Farm Loan Act, 
and all assets and responsibilities of the Canadian Farm 
Loan Board will be taken over by the new Farm Credit 
Corporation, 

Under the new farm credit system, up to $20,000 
in loang will be made available instead of the previous 
maximum of $15,000, for the purchase of a farm or 
farm improvement. Interest on the loans has been fixed 
at 5 per cent to make it rhore equitable to borrowers than 
a fluctuating rate. 

Further, provisions are now more flexible. For 
example, a loan can be based on 75 per cent of the ap- 
praised value of the farm instead of 65 per cent. 

Tailored 10 meet the needs of the younger farmer, 
a new type of assistance — the supervsied loan — can 
be made to, applicants between 21 and 45 years, to allow 
them to set up an economical farm unit, This type of 
Joan may be as high as 75 per cent of the appraised value 
of the farm and chattels, but may not exceed $27,500, 

Arrangements will be made to have district super- 
visods and field officers under the Veterans’ Land Act 
assist the Corporation with the supervision of these 
loans. _ Canadian Dept. of Agriculture.

The Draper Committee was the President’s Corn- 
mittee to Study the U.S, Military Assistance Progarm, 
a group of ten distinguished men outside government 
who to complete their task, studied the whole mutual 
security operation. 

On the context of the grim cold war struggle between 
democracy and communism, the committee spoke this 
way: 

“The critical question, the one that will determine 
the ultimate victor, is whether we and the other free 
world nations . . . will be able to unify our world and 
direct its energies toward a common goal, or whether the 
world is to be organized by the communist bloc’. 

Bluntly, the committee was saying that the critical 
question is whether the/ free nations are to organize 
their world with freedoms for all whether the corn- 
munists are going to organize the world with tyrannies 
for all. 

The President in addressing the nation on his recent 
visits with our free world friends in Europe, touched on 
the “growing problems .. . of newly-formed nations” 
in which" more than one billion needy people require 
real advances in education, health facilities and living 
standards . . .” 

And he said, “Since all of us outside the Iron Curtain 
want such progress to be achieved in freedom . . free 
nations must , . . provide the needed help. No one 
nation alone should or can hear the burdens involved”. 

Here then the President as the symbol of America’s 
world leadership was speaking of how we and the other 
industrialized free natins should join in organizing the 
energies of all toward the common goal of freedom in 
contrast with the communist goal of tyrannies for all.

HOUSE CRICKETS 

Crickets are exasperating. | 
They sneak into your house. | 
They keep you awake nights. | 
They damage woollens, silk, 
cotton, and other fabrics. And 
who can find them? 

The house cricket is pale) 
brown and about three- -quart- | 
ers of an inch long. Few| 
homemakers know this, be- 
cause the pest has the knack 
of being “heard but not seen’. 
As soon as the weather cools 
down, the cricket leaves the 
garden and sets up shop in! 
your house, where it may re- 
main active for a whole win- 
ter. It lays its eggs in cracks 
and crevices. There is only; 
one generation each year.

The spot margins 
often become raised and yel-| 
low. The diseased areas are| 
yellow or brown. Badly infect- 
ed bulbs won't give you any 
plants next spring —— with

blighted substitute of a tulip. | 

Infected flowers have small 
whitish or light tan spots on 
the petals. These spots also 
merge to form brown areas. | 
Some buds may become blight | 
ed before opening. |

Facts For 
Farmers 


Don’t Forget To Check 
Black Scours In Sheep 

From now right through to 
November keep your eye open 
for any signs of scours in your 
lambs. The reason: Your lambs 
have _ probably — swallow- 
ed a mess of ‘Diarrhoea 
Worms’ and if left unchecked 
will go off flesh, weaken and 
die. 

The Ontario Veterinary Col- 
lege reports that up to 20,000 
of these %4 to % inch worms 
may be irritating a lamb’s bow- 
els at one time, The con- 
stant irritation causes the bow- 
el to thicken and become red- 
dened or inflamed. Also, the 
thickening of the bowel cuts 
down the amount of feed that 
can be digested and absorbed 
through the bowel wall. Re- 
sult: starvation and diarrhoea. 

Apparently black scours (the 
scour is black in color) isn’t 
new. The O.V.C. warns that it 
can cause trouble in any year 
from September to November 
—when the weather cools off. 

“At any time of the year 
sheep have a few diarrhoea 
worms and these eggs are being 
passed out continuously. Since 
these’ eggs need moisture and 
fairly low temperatures to 
match, they don’t develop dur- 
ing the hot dry summer 
months. They remain dormant. 
When the cool rains come, they 
all hatch out more or less at 
the same time and are picked 
up on the grass. Older sheep 
are fairly resistant to the 
worms,” says Ontario Veterin- 
ary College spokesman, Dr. 
Howard Neely.

HOW TO STOP 
CORAL SPOT 
If your Chinese elm hedge 
|did not strive this year, then 
| look to coral spot as the most 
likely cause for its misery. 

This fungus disease causes 
twigs to die back. In can al- 
so result in cankers on the 
branches of many trees and 
shrubs: Elms, horse-chestnut, 
Norway Maple, Manitoba 
Maple, Japanese Maple, Hi- 
biscuc, and others. 

When Chinese Elm becomes 
infected, you can be sure that 
| one of these conditions played 
a part: 

Heavy Clay Soil, Poor Sojl 
—lack of plant food, Black 
Spot Attack, Leafhopper At- 
| tack, Winter Injury. 

Coral spot lives in the dead 
twigs. It invades the live tis- 
sue by way of dead twigs, 
pruning stubs, wounds, and 
winter-injured bark. You can 
see the tiny coral fruiting 
structures on the dead bark in 
the spring. Later they turn 
brown. 

Control? Botanist C.B. 
| Kelly of the Ontario Agricul- 
| tural College says: “Cut away 
and burn all affected parts. 
Remove and burn all fallen 
dead twigs. Against cankers 
on the trunk, cut away all dead 
and discoloured wood with a 
| knife or chisel. You might 
coat the wound with some 
| grafting compound (asphalt- 
water emulsion). Wounds may 
1:1000 mercuric _ chloride 
water solution, available from 
any druggis. Put it on with 
a small paint brush’’. 

Mercurie chloride is poison- 
ous. Keep it away from child- 
ren. Store it in a glass con- 
tainer, since contact with met- 
al will weaken it:

around a bull staff on rod. 
Then, with a man on either 
side and with a rod in front 
of the hock joint, lift the leg 
upward and slightly backward. 
You can try this method too. 
Raise the foot. by placing two 
half hitches above the hock 
around the hind leg; then, 
place the other end over a 
beam or through a pulley, and 
pull the leg up. 

Still another way of getting 
the foot ready for trimming is 
to put the foot in a box-like 
table made from wood planks 
10 to 12 inches hi g h n. atiGI 
10 to 12 inches high. In this 
spot, the bottom of the foot 
can be pared down to the 
desired shape with a knife 
or chisel. Another tool is a 
“T” shaped handle welded on- 
to the shank of a broad wood 
chisel. Skill and gentleness 
are needed in this operation. 

No matter what system you 
use, remember that merely 
cutting off the long toes with 
a saw or chisel won’t improve 
the position of the foot. Pro- 
per paring of the bottom of 
the foot is needed. Usually 
the heaviest paring is neces- 
sary in the toes. 

Often the job is put off un-| 
til tomorrow because a lot of 
farmers haven’t got a stock or 
table on which to: lift them. 
Stocks, of: course, are safer 
for both men and animals.

BROILER RAISING 
The British Columbia Dept. ! 
of Agriculture has put out a) 
booklet on broiler raising. 
It points out that the pro-| 
gress and growth of the broil-! 
er industry during the past 
few years have made it ap- 


The B.C. Deparament says 
that with figures like that it 
looks as though there were 
real money in broilers. 

For potential broiler raisers, 
the department gives some 
Tules to follow if you’re going 
into this line. First, a well- 
planned program is needed. 
Then you have to find -out 
where_you can sell your broil- 
ers and how big the market 
is there. The department ad- 
vises against starting to raise 


broilers without first arrang-| 


ing a market since there may 
be difficulty disposing of birds 
at market age. It is only 63 
days from incubator to skillet. 

The department says the 
size of your operation depends 
largely on your experience, 
initiative and wether you plan 
full or part-time employment. 
One man can raise 40,000 
broilers a year without hiring 
much outside labor. 

The B.C. pamphlet says you- 
‘ll need about five acres at 
least to start your program. 
Broiler houses average be- 
65 and 90 cents per square 
foot. A conventional building 
for 10,000 broilers will probab 
ly cost between $8,500 and 
$12,000. 

There are two kinds of op- 
eration — all-in-all-out and 
continuous. All-in-all-out mean 
all the broilers are the same 
age and only one batch is 
raised at a time. This allows 
control of respiratory diseas- 
es. Continuous involves sever- 
al age groups at the same time 
—This provides a more con- 
stant labor load and a con- 
tinuous supply of broilers, 


| However, disease can transmit 


more easily from one group to 
another and

Premier Leslie M. Frost 
scotched persistent reports to

Reed Canary Grass 
Called The Grass 
Of The Future 
A 6-to 8-foot-tall, thick-stem- 
med-but-juicy weed grass that 
likes wet soil might be your 
first choice in years to come 
on trefoil or red top land. 
The reason: It’s the bulkiest 
grass we have and grows the 
fastest aftermath, but as yet 
there has’ been little breeding 
or selection of the crop. 
“Getting the most out of 
reed canary grass is a straight 


question of management”, says; 


Jack Tanner, Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Field 
Crops Specialist. “The same 
things apply to reed canary 
grass as to orchard, only more 
so. -When it gets more than 
12 to 15 inches high it loses a 
lot of its palatability. If we 
let this grass grow it will reach 
6 to 8 feet and when it reach- 
es this stage it loses most of 
its nutritive value. Keeping 
reed canary grass grazed or 
cut close also reduces compe- 
tition, so that legumes like tre- 
foil can compete in a mixture. 
It encourages sodding rather 
than clumping of the trefoil 
too.” 

Best uses for reed canary? 
The crops expert suggests it 
is hest taken off as silage (up 


“Try growing it on damp 
land where little else will 
grow. Land that floods in the 
| spring is one choice. There is 
some evidence that it may be 
grown in mixtures with trefoil 
since it is a relatively poor 
starter,” says Tanner. 

While the crop does hest if 
planted in the spring, much of 
the land is too wet for equip- 
ment. You can have fair suc- 
cess with a stand if you seed 
before the fall rains or just be- 
fore freezing, he says. Much 
of the land is too wet in the 
spring to plant. 

But he warns: “When seed- 
ing just before freezez-up, 


| watch that you do not plant an 


area that washes in the spring.

THE HISTORY OF KMITTING 
Knitting was a coriparatively late development of 
primitive craftsmanship. The interlaced looped thread is 
a cotiplicated procedure when compared with the site 
plicity of 2 plain woven fatrie. The earliest known krit- 
ted fatries are from Arabia, and authorities have 
dedticed that the eratt was practised there between 5000 
and 4000 B.C. Ht was certainy practised try the notnadic 
desert trines to rake the protective flaps for their tent 
openings 
if is believed that the Coptie Christians derived 
the craft from Arabic sources and introduced it into 
Spain, and from there it spread thtougn Rarope and 
hecame a recoznized craft in the southern parts of 
Rridland in the early Christian eta. By the Middle Ages 
it fortned thie basis far a highly organized guild of cratts 
meri, arid Paris and Florence were competing as the 
centres of great tasters of the craft 
Until recent titties it was predominaritty a tale oe 
cupation. During the reign of Queer Plizabeth the Hev. 
Lee invented the knitting frame. bit the craft centres 
were sufficiently strong to prevent its general adoption. 
‘Towards the end of the I7the century however, it was 
firmly established in London, Leicester arid Nottingharn, 
and later in Scotland 
Heligious symbolistn formed the basis of the early 
knitting designs, and today the Fair Isle “Habes of Glory” 
pullovers still possess this significance Legend has it that 
shipwrecked sailors from the Spanish Armada introduced 
knitting 10 the Fair Isle. Certainly the designs are based 
on the Armada Cross, and the traditional patterns are 
rented in the Catholic tradition that dominated Spanish 
knitting 
Traditional patterns ect in many parts of the 
country, particularly at fishing ports, where elaborate 
ant decorative jerseys are worn on special occassions 
Today the pattern of socisty is very different. Where- 
as hand knitting formied the main contritution to the 
family intome at one time, it is now mainly a leisure

Cauliflower Is Called 
Aristocrat of Cabbages 

Uncommon here only a few 
generations ago and _ then 
strictly a luxury item, cauli- 
flower today is a superb pro- 
duct, plentiful and reasonably 
priced. Mark Twain referred 
to cauilflower as a cabbage 
with a college education. « 

Compact, creamy-white curd 
and crisp, green leaves are 
signs of fresh, good quality 
cauliflower. Since the size of 
the head has nothing to do 
with maturity, select the size 
which will best serve your 
family. A 2 to 242 pound head 
will serve five or six people. 
Cook only enough for one 
meau because the characteris- 
tie cauliflower favor increases 
on standing. 

Raw cauliflower adds vari- 
ety to the relish tray and salad 
bowl. Separate into flower- 
ets, wash and chill. Serve with 
crisp carrot curls and celery 
sticks. Or combine with spin- 
ach and other greens in a toss- 
ed salad. 

To cook cauliflower flower- 
ets, boil from 8 to 10 minutes 
or do them in a pressure cook- 
er for 2 minutes. The fresh 
outer stalks and leaves make 
good greens when cooked in 
boiling water until tender. 

Simple supper dishes include 
cauliflower added to white 
sauce and served on toast. As 
an alternative, place in a 
greased casserole, top with 
buttered whole - wheat bread 
crumbs and finish in a mod- 
erate oven, 350 degrees, until 
brown and bubbly — 15 - 30 
minutes. These suggested uses 
for cauliflower, as well as 
white sauce recipes and many 
other menus are contained in 
Bulletin 479, Supper Dishes, 
prepared by the Foods and 
Nutrition Section of the Home 
Economics Service, Ontario 
Dept. of Agriculture. Write 
the Information Branch, On- 
tario Dept. of Agriculture, Par 
liament Buildings, Toronto, 
Ontario, for a free copy. 
Homemade Cleaning Solution 
Efficient and Inexpensive 

Whether house - cleaning 
means an all-out attack once 
or twice a year or a gradual, 
room-at-a-time effort covering 
a longer period, one thing 
certain is that sooner or later 
you will find yourself eyeing 
dirty walls and ceilings and 
wondering just what to do 
with them. Washing does won- 
ders in between paintings and 
here’s a reliable, homemade 
cleaner that does a really good 
job, according to the Home 
Economics Service of the On- 
tario Dept. of Agriculture. 

One cup of household am- 
monia, half a cup of vinegar 
and a quarter cup of baking 
soda combined and added to 
a gallon of warm water are 
the ingredients. You'll need 
two containers, one for the 
cleaning solution and one for 
warm rinse water. Two cellu- 
lose sponges or soft, - clean 
cloths, one for cleaning and 
one for rinsing, and a third 
soft, clean cloth for drying 
complete the equipment re- 
quired. 

Wash the ceilings first and 
then begin at the bottom of 
the walls and wash upward. 
Water that trickles down over 
a dirty wall during cleaning 
is quite apt to leave perman- 
ent marks which are almost 
impossible to remove. How- 
ever, if wash water does tric- 
kle down over a cleaned area, 
it is easily wiped off and does- 
n’t leave a mark, so always 
begin at the bottom of the 
wall. Squeeze out all excess 
cleaning solution from the 
cloth or sponge and work on 
only a small area of wall or 
woodwork, using a circular 
motion. Rinse that small area 
carefully, squeezing excess

water from your cloth or 
sponge each time. And change 
the rinse water frequently. 
Although you will be anxious 
to clean and rinse thoroughly, 
don’t rub any more than 
necessary, because rubbing 
softens the paint. Finally, 
dry that spot with a soft, clean 
cloth and move on up to the 
next small area. 


How To Fertilize 
Trees and Shrubs 

If you fertilize your trees 
and shrubs this fall, you’ll be 
throwing a triple-barreled at- 
tack against poor growth, in- 
sect pests and disease. That’s 
what horticulturists with the 
Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture are saying. 

A good lawn fertilizer such 
as 10-6-4 or 8-6-2 is also the 
best bet for use on trees and 
shrubs. And the best time to 
apply it is when the leaves be- 
gin to fall. 

For small trees and shrubs, 
apply at a rate of ¥ cup per 10 
square feet of area covered. 
Spread evenly on top of the 
ground covered by the crown 
of the plant. if the plantings 
are on grassy sections, be sure 
that the grass is dry before ap- 
plication, to prevent burn. As 
in the case of lawns, it is 
a good idea to spread half the 
required amount of fertilizer 
first. Then finish by applying’ 
the rest at right angles to the 
first application. Use either 

the reliable hand-spreading 
method or a push-cart type of 
applicator. Let the spacing and 
location of plants tell which 
to use. 

For larger trees, take the 
diameter of the trunk about 
shoulder height. Then use 3-4 
pounds of fertilizezr for each 
inch of trunk diameter. 

Here are a few tips to lessen 
the chances of fertilizer burn 
on lawns where shrubs and 
trees are located: 

Be sure that the grass is 
dry. 

Sweep the lawn with a 
broom or rake it to knock any 
lumps of fertilizer off the grass. 

Water-in all fertilizezr 
thoroughly. 

Where possible, use mulches 
around shrubs:

‘TO TALK OF CABBAGES 


Canadians like cabbage. In 
the total tonnage of vegetables 
produced each year, it ranks 
next to potatoes, tomatoes 
and sweet corn. Ontario grows 


| quantities of cabbage, so that 


it is easy to get in good qual- 
ity and quantity here. 

Cabbage is a good source of 
vitamin C, according to food 
specialists of the Home ‘Ecor. 
omics Service, Ontario Deppt. 
of Agriculture. From half a 
cup of raw or cooked cabhage, 
you get about a third of the 
vitamin C recommended for 
the day. Cabbage also contains 
small amounts of thiamine, 
riboflavin and iron. 

When you choose a head of 
cabbage, look for one that is 
solid and firm, heavy for its 
size, with leaves of good col- 
or, to insure maximum yield 
and to avoid waste. Leaves 
that are fresh, crisp and free 
from insect injury or bruises 
mean good flavor and texture. 

Fresh cabbage requires spe- 
cial care, Remove any wither- 
ed leaves and wash and dry 
the head, Store the cabbage 
in a covered container and in 
the refrigerator or some oth- 
er cool place. If you plan to 
keep the cabbage for a few 
days, wrap it in wax paper or 
a damp cloth before storing 
it. When you use only a por- 
tion of the head, wrap the re- 
mainder and store it in the 
refrigerator. 

When boiling cabbage, use 
salted water, a covered pot 
and only eight to ten minutes 
cooking times. Cabbage is 
tasty cooked with ham or 
corned beef and one or two 
bay leaves. Sliced apples may 
be added when cooking cab- 


bage, or chopped onion, vine-|

on 100 acres. Herbert Watson 
milks 36 Holstein cows. Don 
Hart carries 110 cows and 
ships 3600 pounds of milk 
daily. Bruce Harper has 78 
acres and milks 30 to 32 cows, 
ships an average of 12 cans 
daily, but keeps no young 
stock. 

Carrying capacity of the top 
five farms was in the neighbor- 
hood of two animal units per 
acre or better, or about three 
times the capacity of the aver- 
age pasture. In addition to ap- 
pearance and density of stand, 
the judges also took into con- 
sideration the fertilizer pro- 
gram, efficient use of manure 
rotational grazing, location 
of pasture fields, length of 
grazing season, amount of 
grain and silage feeding, effic-

Common sense and a quick 
eye are still your first-line de- 
fense against shipping fever. 
But antibiotics and tranquiliz- 
ers give us new weapons for 
combatting this disease. 

Still, the cause of shipping 
fever remains somewhat of a 
mystery. 

The organisms which are 
believed to cause the disease 
are often found in the throat 
lungs, and digestive tratcs of 
perfectly healthy animals and 
seem largely dependent on 
lowered resistance through ex- 
posure or transportation. 

“When animals are shipped 
they are removed from their 

natural environment,” says 
Dr. Howard Neely, Extension 
Veterinarian, Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. “Fre- 
quently they are crowded to- 
gether, their feed and water 
are changed and irregular. The 
animals may be subjected to 
extremes in temperature, 
dampness and wind. These, 
along with the crowding, lower 
their resistance and leave them 
open to many digestive and res- 
piratory disturbances. One of 
them is shippng fever.” 

The disease varies with the 
season and acts similarly to 
human influenza. Look for an- 
imals that are’ breathing fast 
and running a temperature of 
105 degrees F. or over. The 
pulse is fast anda diarrhea 
that is often bloody shows up. 
Affected animals frequently 
stand off by themselves and 
appear dull and listless. Lab- 
ored breathing is common — 
there may be coughing, grunt- 
ing and slobbering. 

Neely warns: “In,severe cas- 
es death may occur within 24 
to 48 hours. Mild cases that 
are treated promptly usually 
recover in a few days. In the 
broadest terms, the losses due 
to death are just over 3 per 
cent.” 

Prevention and treatment? 
“Isolate new animals from 
the home herd for at least 2 
weeks, Feed Western cattle a 
grass or prairie-type hay rath- 
er than legume at first. Feeds 
with a high level of antibiotics 
are helpful. And watch the 
cattle closely for signs of the 
disease so that it can be diag- 
nosed and treated promptly,” 
says Neely. 

Specific treatments are hard 
to outline, he adds. He thinks 
that your local veterinarian 


can best handle sick cases be-

“Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Would 
you please tell me if occasion 
pain in the chest, usually on 
the left side and not severe, is 
a symptom of angina pectoris? 
I am in my late 60’s but have 
always been active and in 
splendid health. But I have 
two sisters with heart trouble, 
and my other had it for many 
years. If these pains are an 
indication of angina, I would 
like to be as careful as is nec- 
essary.

COMMENT: Except in a very 
few cases, left chest pain is not 
associated with any form of 
heart disease. This is espec 
ially so when angina comes 
under consideration. The 
classical form of anginal pain 
is a squeezing constriction un- 
der the chest (Substernal) or 
across the chest. The pain may 
Tadiate down one or both 
arms. 

The fear and discomfort as- 
sociated with angina usually 
comes after a heavy meal, af- 
ter exertion or after heighten- 
ed emotion. The pain disap- 
pears after the patient stops 
his exertion (walking, run- 
ning, etc.) It usually responds 
to nitroglycerine. 

There are thousands of per- 
sons like you, W.A., who suf- 
fer unnecessarily from  im- 
aginary heart trouble. They 
make their own diagnosis and 
live “scared” for the rest of 
their lives. 

A complete cardiological 
check up would alleviate their 
years.

Councillor Mel DeGroat was 
the only member who did not 
cast his vote when Lindsay 
Council last night approved a 
motion that the taxpayers be 
asked to vote on whether a 
subsidy be granted the operat- 
or of the local bus service — 
DeNure Trailways Ltd. He op 
posed certain clauses in the 
agreement which he said were 
too one-sided. 

At the forthcoming munici- 
pal election the electorate will 
be asked to vote on whether 2 
subsidy of up to $3.000 be paid 
to the company annually when 
a loss is incurred by the operat- 
or. 

Acting Town Solicitor Jos. 
Staples. outlined the proposed 
agreement to Council. On 
motion of Coun. D. Acheson it 
was moved that the required 
bylaw be-prepared and the nec- 
essary procedures be carried 
out. 

‘When Bus Committee Chair- 
man Hutton moved that Mr.

Citizen knowledge, interest and action are the lifeblood 
of our democratic se 

A collection of hous shops and factories may be 
as sriall a6 a hamlet or as big as a metropolis, It may 
not be the most beautiful in Canada, or the most effi- 
cient, or the most dignified by publie buildings and 
statues, but it can aspire fo be a lovable community. 
Its men and women can make it so,

thoroughly. Place sprouts in 
pan, pour on one inch of boil- 
ing water with salt (half a tea- 
spoonful to each cup of water), 
then boil, covered, until just 
tender-crisp. Eight to fifteen 
minutes boiling time or two to 
three minutes in a pressure 
cooker will be required, advise 
nutritionists of the Home Ec- 
onomics Service, Ontario De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


Although delicious seasoned 
with salt, pepper and butter, 
variations include the addition 
of minced parsley and lemon 
juice to melted butter. Celery 
seeds, grated cheese, prepar- 
ed mustard, or minced onion 
may be used too. 


Possibly borrowed from Chi- 
nese cooks is the suggestion of 
sprinkling sprouts with toast- 
ed, blanched almonds after ad- 
ding butter. Brussels sprouts 
combine well with other vege- 
tables also.

“Those lights and reflectors

Aged Chief 

was diligent 
in defending 
indian rights

Chief J. Paudash 

One of the outstanding 
Indian chiefs of the century 
has died suddenly in Picker- 
ing Township. 

Chief Johnson Paudash died 
there Monday and a 
which he expressed nearly two 
years ago while being inter- 
viewed by this paper is to be 
carried out... At that time 
Chief Paudash said “I would 
like to be buried at Lindsay 
even if it is just in the potter’s 
ield.” 

A veteran of Word War One 
who acquitted himself well on 
the battlefield, Chief Paudash 
liked to recall his skill as a 
sharpshooter with the forces. 
One of his most prized person- 
al possessions was a ring 
which he received from the 
ate Sir Sam Hughes in recog- 
nition of overseas service with 
he 2ist Battalion. He often 
" recalled with pride that he had 
served in the same unit as 
Victoria County’s Judge J. A. 
McGibbon. 

The late chieftain took issue 
with the spelling commonly 
applied to the name of his 
tribe—“Mississauga” . . . Or 
Snake tribe. The correct spell- 
ing, he steadfastly maintained 
was “‘Massassauga.” 

One of his proudest achieve- 
ments was the assembling of 
nearly 100 exhibits in support 
of Indian claims, a feat which 
he declared took years to do. 
He used to recall how he visit- 
ed the various tribes and ob- 
tained their statutory declara- 
tions and was later command- 
ed to attend the sittings at Ot- 
tawa which were held to en- 
quire into the claims of the 
Chippewa and Massassauga 
ribes in connection with land 
at Rice Lake, That was back in 
923. 

An ardent supporter and fol- 
ower of Premier Leslie M. 
Frost, Chief Paudash frequent- 
ly referred to him as the “lib- 
erator of the Indians” and the 
man who throughout his pub- 
ic life had shown strong lead- 
ership in ending discrimina- 
tion against the Indians. He 
hoasted that under the feder- 
al Conservative government 
eadership of the late Premier 
Sir John A. MacDonald, at 
east 90 per cent of the Indians 
of that day were Conserva- 


ives. 
Once in friendly discussion 
with the then aging chief over 
a cigarettee (he was a very 
moderate smoker), he confid- 


ed that when the Indian smok- | 


ed he meditated on the Great 
White Father .. . It was more 
of a ritual than the indulgence 
of a habit.

Included in the legends he 
used to recount of Indian life 
in years gone by was that of 
the “Treaty Rock”, a refuge 
point for an Indian in deep 
trouble . . . He had but to touch 
the rock to ensure temporary 
safety. It was the practice of 
the day to cut off the ears of 
an Indian found guilty of mur- 
der and send him on his way 
with the admonition that he 
might never again associate 
with other Indians. Another 
bit of Indian justice which he 
recalled was that if an Indian 
woman were to slay her hus- 
band, her nose was cut cross- 
wise. and she could neither 
marry again nor speak with 
her relatives. Among the oth- 
er remarkable things the chief 
recollected was 
tribesmen used ice to make 
fire. The ice was shaped with 
the hands to bevel it and pro- 
vide a means of focussing the 
sun’s rays on waiting tinder. 

Chief Paudash was perhaps 
best known in Lindsay for his 
service with the Post Office as 
a carrier. At the time of his 
'death he is believed to have 
been about 100 years old. 

The colourful chieftain was 
the beloved husband of the 
late Florence Johnston and 
dear father of Belva (Mrs. 
Heenan) and John, George and 
Nellie, of Pickering Township; 
Dorothy (Mrs. E. Coons) of 
Cambray; Florence (Mrs. D. 
Daynes) of Lindsay and Larry 
of Brooklin. His body is rest- 
ing (at the McArthur Funeral 
|Home, 1 Russell St. East, and 
the funeral service will be on 
Thursday at 2.00 p.m. Inter-

Routine Medical Examination 
Should Include Breast Check 

When you go to your doctor 
for a physical do you wonder 
why he routinely examines 
young breasts? Do you con- 
sider it a superficial and unim- 
portant examination because 
it takes only a few minutes at 
the most? Whether you are 
male or female, be thankful 
that he is thorough. 

During one week, a few 
years ago, I recall detecting 
early breast lesions in men on 
three successive days. I had 
not observed a “lump” in a 
man’s breast in thousands of 
previous examinations. You 
never can tell. Women, as is 
well known, are more liable to 
have breast tumors. 

In a recent report to the Wis- 
consin Medical Journal, Drs. F. 
J. Hofmeister and Robert P. 
Reik noted their findings after 
routine physical examination 
in 4,418 female patients. They 
discovered 60 breast lesions; 
of these, 12 were malignant. 

Is seems evident that no 
“complete physical” is really 
complete unless the doctor 
rules out the possibility of 
breast tumor.

Coughing Up Blood 

Mrs. L. L. J. of Oregon writes 
that her husband, aged 52, rec- 
ently coughed up blood. Oth- 
erwise he is apparently heal- 
thy. He has no heart trouble, 
has had no infection and no 
difficulty with his lungs such 
as chronic bronchitis or emphy- 
sema. 

She adds: “The X-rays were 
negative. Is there anything 
to worry about? Is there any- 
thing else to do?” 

COMMENT: Heart trouble, 
tuberculosis, acute infections, 
and chronic lung trouble are 
common causes of semoptysis 
(blood spitting or coughing). 
Although your husband’s X- 
rays are normal, Mrs. L. L. J., 
to play it safe, I suggest that 
your husband consider bron- 
choscopy and bronchography. 
Ask his doctor what he thinks 
about the need for undergoing 
these investigations. 

In a recent series it was 
found that the X-rays were neg- 
ative in 5 per cent of the pa- 
tients who coughed up blood. 
Nevertheless, further study is 
indicated, I think, because in 
6 per cent of men whose maj- 
or symptom was coughing up 
plood, the cause was found to 
be lung cancer. 

The chances are against 
your husband having cancer. 
But why guess and lose valu- 
able time?”

It will be recalled that on Saturday last we editorial 


ized on the fact that there was every posstbility that the 
current Kiwanis Club musical comedy production could 
provide the nucleus for something more ambitious in 
the same field, This is a continuation of that subject, 


During the past few days, we have talked with 
several Lindsay people who are increasingly concerned 
with the impending fate of the Academy Theatre, birth- 
place of show business in the town and seene of many 
stage shows, amateur and professional, These people 
do not like the prospect of the theatre eventually being 
sold and converted to other purposes... They would 
like to see it continue as a theatre, an auditorium if 
you will, to be utilized to encourage more productions 
like those being staged annually by the Kinwanis Club 
under Producer George Zarfas, and for other commun- 
ity entertainments such as the Community Concerts 
Association series, which might well be extended to 
the benefit of all. 

It has been suggested by those close to the situation 
that if a group of service clubs and women's organiza- 
tions in the town, even the district, were to undertake 
the purchase and operation of the Academy, it could 
turn out to be a very popular venture. 

That the theatre could become affiliated with the 
Little Theatre movement across Canada, is another idea 
which has been advanced for thought. Then, of course, 
there is the summer theatre potential which is not in- 
significant when the town’s favorable location, tourist- 
wise, is considered. 

The theatre's possible use as a mecca for conven- 
tions and so forth has also been.referred to. 

One of the great aims of the theatre would, how- 
ever, be to foster and encourage the district's amateur 
talent. We all recall the tremendous success which was 
enjoyed by the late ‘Major Bowes’ who might be con- 
sidered the father of amateur shows. And, while think- 
ing about this, some consideration might also be given 
to the fact that every time amateur talent is developed 
to a higher level, two excellent contributions have been 
made to life... . (1) the life of the individual is en- 
riched by having been enabled to give public expression 
to talents which might otherwise have gone unrecog- 
nized, and (2) the cultural life of the community sharing 
these various talents is greatly enhanced. In this con- 
nection we have only to think of the contribution such 
an undertaking could conceivably make to the expanding 
Lindsay Central Exhibition, 

Like all things with great potentiality for the bet- 
terment of the community, there is the need for vision 
and initiative. Have we the yision and do we possess 
the initiative to make the most of natural assets such 
as referred to herein? We believe we, as a town, do 
possess those qualities... From what quarter will come 
that other quality so essential to advancing such ideas 
—leadership? Think it over.

An important course al the Ontario Fire College is 
the County Mutual Fire Aid Porum. This is a five-day 
course open only to County Fire Co-ordinators and their 
asistants. It is designed to bring such officers up to date 
in the latest developments in the Mutual Fire Aid Plans 
which are now in operation in most counties of Southern 
Ontario and in some districts of Northern Ontario, 

Under this agreement sponsored by Fire Marshal 
Scott every fire department in a county or district now 
has immediate authority to help one ‘another in the 
event of a major confla ion or an atomic attack. 
Previously it § not possible for a fire chief to help 
another municipality without first securing approval 
from his mayor or council, This not only cour result in 
fatal delays, but the mayor or council might understand- 
ably refuse to weaken their municipality's fire protec- 
tion no matter how desperate the situation in a neigh- 
boring community, But under the Mutual Pire Aid Plan 
all of a county's or district's fire-fighting force is under 
the command of a County or District Fire Co-ordinator 
who is responsible for fire protection in every com- 
munity under his jurisdiction. Consequently, the District 
Fire Co-ordinator can mobilize most of his forces to 
meet an emergency in one community while judiciously 
maintaining some in reserve for contingencies in others. 

In this regard the College is an integral part of 
the Muskoka District Mutual Fire Aid Plan which num- 
bers 13 munici fire departments, This October a spe- 
cial one-week training course will be held at the college 
for the fire departments of the Muskoka District and 
the town of Parry Sound. The course will ensure that 
the evolutions ried out by all fourteeen fire-fighting 
brigades will be similar so that in event of a fire they 
can work in a co-ordinated manner under the immediate 
command of the fire chief of the municipality in which 
the fire is located, 

The Mutual Fire Aid plan was made possible by 
two improvements in Ontario's fire departments by Fire 
Marshal Scott. The first is standardized couplings for 
hoses which now enables Ontario’s fire departments to 
merge their resources; previously the fire departments 
had 106 various-sized threads in their hose couplings 
and 27 different operating nuts in fire hydrants which 
made co-operation impossible. The second is the Fire 
College which is teaching fire department officers stan- 
dardized fire-fighting procedures lo supplement and 
complete the field training carried on by the F.M.O. 
Fire Services Division. 

In addition to its courses the College determines 
if new equipment is of any value to Ontario’s fire de- 
partments, A new, powerful, portable gas turbine pump 
is presently being tested to see if it operates well in 
freezing weather. Plastic hoses are also being tested to 
determine if they are better than the regulation cotlton- 
clothed, rubber-lined hoses which wear out rapidly, are 
affected by mildew and acids and stiffen in cold weather 
fo such an extent they are difficult to handle. Prelimin- 
ary investigations show, plastic hoses do not stiffen in 


quite cold weather, do not wear out as rapidly as the’ 
regulation type and are not affected by mildews, oils 


and acids, as well as being about one-third the weight. 
—Ontario Government Services 


A FORESIGHT OF CONSEQUENCES 

One of the problems to which considerable atten- 
tion has been given recently by our society is that of 
juvenile delinquency. In spite of the fact that “everyone 
knows” the cause of, and cure for, this problem, we 
actually do not know very much about it, for little scien- 
tific study has been given to this matter. 

I want to tell you tonight about the partial results 
of one investigation of juvenile delinquency, not because 
it explains the whole of this problem, but because it 
illustrates a human frailty about which we, at this par- 
ticular time, must be aware. 

Some years ago, a researcher with whom I was 
acquainted, told me of an interesting difference between 
delinquents and non-delinquents, he found a consistent 
ered, This researcher said that in testing hundreds of 
delinquents and none-delinquents, he found a consistent 
difference in what he called “ability fo postpone gratifi- 
cation.” In a series of experiments he would say to 
teen-agers he was testing: “You can have one chocolate 
bar now, or you can have two chocolate bars tomor- 
rrow,,’ or, “I will give you one free ticket to a movie 
now, but if you wait until tomorrow, I will give you free 
tickets to two different movies”, Rather consistently, 
the delinquent boys and girls would choose the imme- 
diate reward, and the non-delinquents would choose to 
wait and secure the larger reward. The precise reason, 
for this inability to delay gratification is not easy to 
identify, In some cases, the researcher suggested, it, was 
a lack of foresight of consequences—the lack of an 
ability to see the future consequences of present ac- 
tivily—but in many cases it was simpiy an inability to 
control immediate impulse or desire, 

Now you will perhaps know that there is a group 
in our society which approves this surrender to the im- 
mediate. I refer, of course, to the Beatniks—those “real 
cool” individuals who in their more lucid days argue 
that given the hydrogen bomb, the fact of impending 
death, the superficiality of personal relations, one must 
seize the moment and enjoy it to the full, Postponement 
of gratificiation, purpose in life and living, long term 
foals, personal development, are the Beatniks anath- 
ema, They live now. Parallel in results, but much more 
sophisiticated and complex in form, is the philosophy 
of Sartre and Existentialist movement, 

I do not need to tell you that I think this a very 
foolish and a very dangerous philosophy. 1 would not 
urge the opposite practices—those represented by the 
miser who becomes obsessed by the future and perpe- 
tually puts off any enjoyment of that which he hoards. 
But to surrender constantly to the present, without re- 
gard to future’ consequences, suggest a lack of intelli- 
Renee and self-discipline which must inevitably lead 
to mental and spiritual atrophy. I think it was T. 1H. 
Huxley who said, “Perhaps the most valuable. result 
of all education is the ability to make yourself do the 
thing vou have to do, when it ousht to be done, whether 
you like itor not... ". Far too few of our young people

Going a step further, 
it is natural that classifications should pool their efforts 
if their interests coincide. f 

The present dissatisfaction with salaries and condi- 
tions is coincident in every branch of the service. Thus. 
the only way to improve these conditions is by unity of 
effort. 

The forest ranger in Kapuskasing may feel that he 
has little in common with the medical specialist in To- 
ronto, but he may rest assured that his dissatisfaction 
is no less than that of the medical specialist. And he 
must understand that to better his condition, he must 
take his stand alongside the specialist to present a united 
front to the employer which, it must be accepted, is 
determined not to improve conditions until it is forced 
to do so, The specialist in turn, must stand by the forest 
ranger.

REHABILITATION IS BETTER 

When addressing a group of juvenile and family 
court judges recently, the Attorney-General for Ontario 
Said that he would press for government action to amend 
imposing a three-month jail term on “harmless drunks”, 
He said that these punitive jail sentences are not doing 
any more than adding to the expense of the taxpayer 
for keeping drunks in costly instiutions. : 

_ This official recommended a program of rehabili- 
tation rather than jail sentences as an answer to the 
problem, He pointed out intoxication in a public place 
Is not a jail offence under the criminal code, “unless 
accompanied by something Objectionable, such as creat- 
ing a disturbance or contributing to juvenile delingency 
or driving while intoxicated or impaired.” 2 

He emphasized he was not minimizing the alcohol- 
ism problem, but said the act now provides no means 
for treatment of the alcoholic. Magistrates should have 
greater powers for committing and sending such of- 
fenders for treatment, he said.

JUNIPER WEBWORMS 

FEED IN THE FALL 

The juniper webworm will 
be bent on destruction this 
fall and all sharp-needled jun- 
ipers may be attacked. 

The culprits are the larvae, 
those brown worms that feed 
on the needles, web them to- 
gether and cause dead areas. 
They feed in the fall and spend 
the winter as partly-grown cat- 
erpillars in the webbed need- 
les. Then they have a “second 
helping” in late May and June, 
to add to the damage. 

For best control, a spray that 
will drive the insecticide into 
the webbed needles is most 
satisfactory, but for home 
plantings a heavy application 
of DDT dust will do a good job 
as well. Here are the treat- 
ments that entomologists with 
the Ontario Department of Ag- 
riculture suggest: 

50% DDT wettable powd- 
er—3 ‘tablespoons per gallon 
of water. 

Lead arsenate—4 table: 
spoons per gallon of water. 

50% Malathion emuslion 
—2 teaspoons per gallon wat- 
er. 

5% DDT dust—heavy ap- 
plication. 

There are also home garden 
spray or dust mixtures design- 
ed for this purpose. Use only 
the manufacturer’s plan of at-

FALL AND WINTER APPLES 
MAKE GOOD SWEET CIDER 

“Start off with sound, ripe 
apples”, say bacteriologists 
with the Ontario Dept. of Ag- 
riculture, “and you're on your 
| way to some good, wholesome 
sweet cider.” 

If you want a tart flavor, 
try Yellow Transparent or 
Duchess. If it’s an aromatic 
flavor you're after, use Deli- 
cious or Snow. Northern Spy 
will give you a mild-flavored 
cider. Fall and winter apples 
are more desirable for cider 
making, because of their high 
sugar content. 

First wash the apples in a 
tank of water. Stir frequently 
to get rid of organisms, dirt, 
dust and spray residue and 
change the water a few times. 
Extract the juice as soon as 
possible after cleaning. This 
is done on cylindrical graters. 
Strain the juice through clean 
cloths to remove the coarse 
particles. Then allow to stand 
for 10-15 hours so that the 
very fine sediment may settle. 
Siphon the good juice after 
this settling period, being care 
ful not to disturb the sedi- 
ment, 

If you don’t want your cider 
to ferment and turn vinegary,

PEACH LEAF CURL 
CONTROLLED IN FALL 

Winter-injured peach trees 
have often been set up tor 
the kill by attacks of peach 
leaf curl. And that’s not all. 
Peach leaf curl may prevent 
fruit set and even kill nursery 
stock and newly planted trees. 
Here's how to spot the disease: 
look for swollen, curled and 
distored reaves. Leaves may 
be red in color when attacked, 
then turn yellow, wither and 
drop. A new growth of heal- 
thy leaves often replaces the 
diseased ones. Frequently only 
a part of the leaf is affected. 
If a young shoot is affected, 
it will swell up and turn pale. 
Diseased flowers and young 
fruits usually drop. 

Leaf curl is a pesky thing, 
caused by a fungus that can 
survive the summer, fall and 
winter. Cool, wet weather is 
especially kind to the germin- 
ating spores, while warm, dry 
weather will see the trees 
through without trouble. 

Specialists with the Ontario 

‘ Dept. of Agriculture say that 
one thorough spray applica- 
tion will prevent leaf curl. Use 
8-10-100 bordeaux or ferbam, 
(2 pounds per 100 gallons). 
Apply the spray after the 
leaves drop in the fall, choos- 
ing a day when the spray will 
dry before rain and before the 


in clean barrels, vats or glass 
jugs. Add 1% ounces of sod- 
ium benzoate for every 10 gal- 
lons of cider or pasteurize it 
in bottles in a water bath, 
kept at 175 degrees F. for 20 
minutes. Cool the bottles as 
soon as possible afterwards.

And For Good Eating Too 

Hallowe’en highlights the 
pumpkin season. To the 
youngsters this means the ex- 
citement of Jack-O’-Lanterns 


kin pie. For jack-o’-lanterns 
the bigger the better may be 
the rule but when it comes to 
eating qualities, select smaller 
pumpkins. Medium and 
smaller ones are likely to be 
smoother-textured than larger 
pumpkins. Choose those that 
are heavy for their size and 
bright in colour, 


According to the Farm Pro- 
ducts Service of the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture, 
this year’s crop of pumpkins 
is normal in many growing 
areas, although dry, hot wea- 
ther and drought may have tak- 
en their toll in some parts of 
Ontario. In general, sizes may 
be somewhat smaller this fall, 
due to these conditions. 

Here are two suggestions 
for dressing up your favorite 
pumpkin pie recipe. Just be- 
fore serving, cover the cooled 
pie with a thin layer of ginger- 
seasoned whipped cream. (Use 
half a cup of whipping cream, 
half a teaspoon of ginger and 
one tablespoon of sugar). Or,

Bring to boiling point, adding 
a little water, if necessary, to 
prevent scorching. Pack hot, 
leaving headspace. To  pro- 
cess in pressure canner (10- 
pound pressure) requires 70 
minutes for pint sealers or 
20-ounce cans and 80 minutes 
for quarts or 28-ounce cans. 
The boiling water bath process 
requires three hours for both 
pints and quarts.

‘Too many phonies” 
quitting politics 


Toronto, Oct. 26—(UPI) — 
Douglas Fisher, C-C-F member 
for Port Arthur, who earned 
himself the nickname ‘Giant 


Killer” when he defeated Lib-| 


eral Cabinet Minister C. D. 
Howe in the 1957 general elec- 
tion, says he is quitting poli- 
ties. 

Fisher, 40-year-old Lakehead 
schoolteacher, made the an- 
nouncement in an address to 
former classmates of Victoria 
College at their 10th re-union 
in Toronto last night. 


He said there were too many 
“phonies” in Canadian politics 
and blasted the constitution, 
education, royal tours, money 
and party funds. His speech 
was called, “What Is Phony.” 


Fisher was defeated at the 
C-C-F Provincial Convention 
in Hamilton earlier this month 
in a bid for presidency of the 
group. But he said his decision 
was not based on his rift with 
the C-C-F over the creation of 
a new party. He had criticized 
C-C-F tacticts in creating a new 
Labor-backed party to replace 
the C-C-F. 


“T had made up my mind to 


give up politics long before the 
Hamilton meeting,” he said.
